Lausche Says Veterans’ Aid 


Might Cost $100,000,000

COLUMBUS, Feb. 4—Gov. Frank 
J. Lausche. reiterating his recom­ 
m endation that the state pay a 
bonus to veterans of World War II, 
said today the cost might aggregate 
$100,000,000. 
He suggested no amount per vet­ 
eran, but pointed out in a news 
.conference that Massachusetts and 
I New Hampshire are paying a maxi­ 
mum of $100 and Vermont $120. 
Assuming the Ohio bonus aver 
aged $100, he said, the total cost 
would amount to about $100,000,000. 
because 
approximately 
1.000.000 
; Ohioans served in the war. 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire 
and Vermont are paying $10 for 
each month's service in the armed 
forces. Gov. Lausche said the Ohio 
bonus should be "reasonable”. 
He asserted that part of the 
bonus could be financed from the 
state treasury surplus, but sources 
of revenue would have to be ex­ 
plored for financing the remainder. 
A number of tax sources are 
available, he remarked, 
but did 
not Identify them.

The special tax to finance the 
bonus. 
Gov.

asserted, 
should be spread over a reasonable 
period, say five to IO years. 
The governor la understood to

A bond issue to make the money 
available quickly would require a 
constitutional amendment and the
